A High Ola Bill.

The Committee on the Judiciary of the
House of Representatives have reported fa-
vorably apon the bill *to declare the use of
s‘cortain words a misdemeanor,” and recom-
mend that it do pass. There is a prospect,
then, the Legislature willing, that naughty
expressions will soen ceage to sully the lips
of the lieges of South Carolina, and that not
even the worst wember of the Columbia
Ring will be called a *thief, rogue, scoun-
s«qrel, or poltroon,” except in & strictly
Pickwickian-sense. The pleasure of calling
a fancied foe by hard pames is not deep
enough to compensate for “jmprisonment,
«with hard labor, in the county jail,”
coupled with *‘a fine of fifty dollars,” at the
discretion of the Court. We fear, however,
' that inveterate vituperators will fiad & way
| to evade the law. They will whip the foul
flend around the siump by inventing a new
+7ocabulary of abuse. Suppose, for instance,
'that, instead of making use of ‘‘tbe ‘oppro-
«brious epithets” forbidden by the law, they
call thelr tergiversating neighbor a Scotf,
and fling at the head of a nouveay riche the
stunning title of Parker. Would the use of
these names, *“in a rude, apgry or revenge-
‘ofu] manper,” expose the unfortunate of-
fender to trial in a Court of ‘‘competent ju-
spisdiction?” Or if & heedless Conservative
shouted out that Mr. So-and-So was a
Mackey, or a Hendrlcks, or o Bowen,
‘would the guilty wretch be likely to scjourn
for sn nnpleasantly long period under the
roofiol the eounty jail? We are anxiously
walting’ for thecoming of that millexnial
time when all words shall be Bsweet as
honey, and no man shall merit a barsher
title than that of aogel or saint. DBuot so
long as the citizens of South Carolina are
ooly to be made feverentinl by an Act of
mbly, it 18 just as well for the Judiciary
Committee to make their legal nets close
enough in textare to hold the little fish a3
well as the big omes. And if they can, by
law, prevent profenity aod obscenily, we
would suggest tkat they cut a little deeper,
and, by law, prevent any member of their

own body from telling fibs, pocketing the
public moneys or showing the white feathoar.

Andis the force of muoscle to be taken into
consideration? What Is' to jostify a blow
with an umbrells or & slap in the [ace? Is
the aggrieved person to do his level best,
and 'eave it_to the “Court of competent ju-
torigdiction” to determipe whether the pun-
ishment was excessive? These are obvious
difficulties, which we considerately snggest
for the contemplation of the individaals who,
if the bill shonld pass, ate most likely to find
it necessary to avall themselves of Its liberal
provisions.
